will be made complete with'the granting of suffrage to women 
We, the people of the United States having democracy in our lane 
were not fighting to make our land safe f or ^democracy although 
our participation in the war was to a more or less extent assisting 
the peoples of other lands to obtain those liberties and equalities 
which would spread democracy to them.

We deny the assertion that the United States fought the wai 


to make the world safe for democracy. There is no official docu- 
ment on record to show that that motive lead our government to 
declare war on Germany. 


We, the people of the United States, had our opportunity te 


enter the war to fight for democracy for the peoples of Europe 
when the Hun autocrats first set the iron heel on Belgium soil and 
ruthlessly slaughtered her people. 
We had another opportunity 


when .Germany denied the peoples of the world the freedom ol 
the seas and sunk the Lusjl^ania.} We had opportunities without 
number to fight for realae'rhocracy but we did :not do it. 


It was not until April 6th, 1917 that the United States, at 


a government entered .the; war, and then hero was' the reason 
ascribed in the memorable war resolution passec by Congress and 
feigned by the President:

"* * * the Imperial^German: government has committed 


repeated acts of war 'againstthe government and the people oi 
the United States" * * * and formally declaring '* 
* *the 


state of war which has thus been thrust upon the United States." 


Was there, in that declaration of |war, any hint of the wrongs 


committed, against the people of Purppe? No, emphatically, no 
Germany had repeatedly attacked us on the high seas, she had 
outraged our citizens and committed the overt! act in many in- 
etances. 
She was out to dominate the United Spates and believed 


she had, enough sons over here to attain her] purpose. How 
nearly her plans come to be successful is apparent to all who close- 
ly watched the machinations of politics and the; propaganda used 
by her agents.
